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rants for the same, which shall be paid 
out of any funds in the territorial^ treas­ 
ury not otherwise appropriated.

The municipal township bears 
the same relation as a justice of the 
peace precinct. The convention’s origi­ 


nal plan was for the supreme election 
board created by the ordinance to ap­ 
point county election boards, but as the 
court expressed a doubt as to the 
legality of such appointment delegated 
to ether authority, the convention, in 
remodeling the election ordinance will 
probably name such boards, two mem­ 
bers to be Democraticjand one Republi­ 
can.

CONVENTION ITSELF MAY 


DRAW THE PRECINCT LINES 


Guthrie, Ok la.. April 11.—The court 


order in the injunction case against the 
enforcement of the constitutional con- 
vention's election ordinance and the 
appointment of a supreme election board 
decided by Chief Justice Bufordh^re 
Monday, will not be made until Satur- 
day, when the temporary restraining 
order asked for becomes effective. 


The coart'3 written opinion contains 


about 3,000 words, and deals specifically 
with the creation of a supreme election 
board and the matterof county divisions. 
In decreeing that the convention had 
power to change lines of Old Oklahoma 
counties, the same being identical to 


the formation of a state fiovernment, 
the convention representatives feel it 
has scored a victory. 


In holding that the election laws of 


' Oklahoma Territory were extended over 
| Indian Territory (and to the new coun- 


I ties) by the enabling act for the pur- 
poses of the first election, the expense 
of this election is checked up to the 
Territory of Oklahoma to pay. The 
Oklahoma election law reads: 


The Territorial Boara of Election Com- 


missioners shall from time to time certi- 
fy to the auditor of the territory tht> nee- 
es sary expense of preparing and dis- 
tributing of ballots and stumps, and the

Under the decision the constitution 


baa ample authority to supply the elec 
tion machinery in the newly created 
counties of Indian Territory, as well KB 
in the new counties of Oklahoma. In 
all probability, upon convening next 
week, the convention will, by ordinance 
divide the new counties into municipal 
townships and three commissioner dis- 
tricts. The municipal township bears 
the same relation as a justice of the 
peace precinct, The convention's origi- 


nal plan was for the supreme election 
board created by the ordinance to ap- 
puint county election boards, but as the 
court expressed a doubt as to the 
legality of such appointment delegated 
to ether authority, the convention, in 
remodeling the election ordinance will 
probably name such boards, two mem 
bers to be Democratic|and one Republi- 
can. 
These boards will divide the 


counties into election boards already 
existing in the old Oklahoma counties 
under the decision remain undisturbed. 
There are forty-nine new counties in 
the state.

New York, April 11.—Charged with 


the responsibility of deciding the fate 
of Harry K. Thaw, the jury which 
since January 23 has been sitting in 
judgment on the young slayer of Stan- 
ford White retired at 9:17 p. m. yester- 
day to begin the consideration of their 
verdict. Six hours later they had failed 
to reach an agreement, and shortly af- 
ter 11 o'clock they were locked up for 
the night in the jury room of the crim- 
inal courts building.

that the chances of receiving a verdict 
last night were too remote to warrant 
his waiting up any later. It was said 
that when Justice Fitzgerald's inquiry 
was received at the court house the 
officers on duty there put the matter 
up to the jurors themselves, asking if 
there was any possibility of a verdict 
within the next few ho^'irs. Thf reply 
was strongly negitave. The jury was 
said to be almost hopelessly divided 
and nobody connected with the case
